Sixty 
years ago, when I Ixxgan my prepa­ 
ration for the ministry, I was told 
preaching was played out.

Canon F arra r 
said: 
" I t has become a fashion of 
society to speak of th e weariness and 
ennptinese of p rea ch in g .” 
Sydney 
Smith characterized “ the discourser 
of his day as n o th in g b a t Bible and 
I w ater.” 
One h u n d re d years ago An­ 
drew Fuller t h o u g h t the clergy of 
ibis day

degenerated. 
Away back In t h e seventh century 
the venerable Bede is grieved that 
t h e churches a r e so poorly serv< d 
and that the clergy a re decreasing 
in num be r and ability. 
Almost eve­ 
ry ecclesia!leal writer, through the 
middle ages in troubled toy the fall­ 
ing off of th e mi nils try in mental 
force and moral fitness. 
Pulpit Still Influential. 
But a profession that (has !>een go­ 
ing down for I , r> 0 0 y ears and ahcfvs 
such vigor as It does today m u st 
have some unseen so u rc e of strength. 
Modern serm ons do n o t read as lf 
the preachers were a decayed tyi>e 
of men.

Schools, in tfofiet of Which l i e Has J 
< 'barge Are 'Doing Excellent Work 
— Dr. C. M. Brown’s Congregation 1 
Will E re c t New Church. 


R. O. Stoop, superintendent of the 
Joliet schools is making a. week end ! 
visit in Jacksonville as the guest of 
Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Taylor of Grove 1 
street. 
Monday morning Mr. Stoops 
will go to Springfield to attend the 
Sessions of the Illinois State Teach­ 
ers’ association. 
In 
conversation 
yesterday 
Mr. 
Stoops mentioned the increasing use­ 
fulness of the Presbyterian church 
iii Joliet of which Dr. C. M. Brown 
is pastor. 
Dr. Brown is now one of 
the best known ministers of Joliet 
and has friends in every part of the 
city it naturally following that great 
demands are m a d e upon his time. 
With passing years his congregation 
has felt the need of a new church, 
building located in the section where 
most of them reside. 
It is therefore 
planned now by the membership to 
erect a church, probably in the year 
1914. It will b§ a odern structure 
and the purpose will be to make It 
somethlhg of a community center. 
While Mr. Stoops has lilt tie to say 
of his own work it is known from 
other sources t h a t the Joliet schools 
are doing increasingly good 
work, 
under his direction. 
There are 5400 
pupils in the schools, with a teach­ 
ing force of 188. 
In January 13*0* 
pupils will g ra d u a te from the eighth 
grade and next J u n e the number will 
be about 205. The records show th at 
about eighty per cent of the eighth 
grade graduates in Joliet go to the i 
township high school. 
The schools are growing because j 
of the increase in population and it I 
is the intention to soon erect anotli- j 
er school building. 
A levy of one ( 
and a half per cent has been .made ; 
for building purposes and this will 
raise a fund 
of 
about 
$75,000. 
Friends of Mr. Stoops will rem em­ 
ber that this y ear his salary 
was 
raised materially by the Joliet board 
of education without suggestion on 
his part and' the general condition 
of the Joliet school system has con- ! 
winced the board that they were in­ 
deed fortunate in securing his ser­ 
vices.
